What's up with posters? 



This is from the point of 
view of someone who is trying to 
help out a local establishment that 
brings in national touring bands on 
a full time basis. A few years ago, 
some of the people from The 
TowneHouse used to put up posters 
in the bowling alley and put flyers 
on the cars. Upon being told not to 
do so, they stopped. We were told 
at that point that we could give a 
certain number of posters to the 
Director of Services and they would 
put them up on bulletin boards 
throughout the school. Fine, this 
system works great. The posters go 
up and we get to tell the university 
community about upcoming public 
events. The student centre is also a 
good place that we can use to put up 
a few posters. In September, I re- 
ceived notice that only university 
events would be posted on the 22 or 
so bulletin boards throughout the 
school. Fine, we still have the stu- 
dent centre (although, last week I 
spotted some Backstreet posters up. 
Did this rule only apply to the 
Townehouse?). Last week, I re- 
ceived notice that the student cen- 
tre committee had voted to ban non- 
student posters in the student centre 
as well. This leaves NO place in the 
university for public notices. This 
means, by the letterof the rules, that 
you can' t put up a notice to sell your 
car so that you can eat next semes- 
ter. 

In comparison to other uni- 
versities, Laurentian is especially 
tough on this postering thing. Inde- 
pendent businesses that do not have 
the power of the purse, yet who still 
provide an essential cultural serv- 
ice to the community, are forbidden 
from access to the largest cultural 
audience within 100 miles. With 
the university's seclusion and the 
high expense of advertising in 
Lambda, the university student 
population is effectively cut off from 
the city, unless your organization is 
favoured by the Director of Serv- 



ices office. At the University of 
Guelph, there are large outdoor pub- 
lic notice boards. Posters to be put up 
in the University Centre may be 
handed in to the Information Desk 
for distribution. There are public 
notice boards in the residences. At 
Carleton University, poster censor- 
ing is minimal. Posters can be put up 
in the student centre. Throughout the 
university, posters can be submitted 
to an office for distribution. 

The question is: Why are there 
no public notice boards? Is there any 
place in the university where a per- 
son can voice an opinion not sanc- 
tioned by a student group. Can I sell 
my car when my poster allowance is 
cut off? Can I find a roommate for 
my apartment when my current one 
splits because of my heartbreak over 
the poster ban? Where can I tell 
people on mass scale without having 
to pay hundreds of dollars in adver- 
tising or "poster removal services"? 
The Townehouse Tavern brings in 
national touring bands and the best 
local bands all the time, most of these 
bands oriented towards the student 
community. Many of the local bands 
are made up of our university stu- 
dents, yet we can't advertise our band 
to our peers unless we have gobs of 
money. For a band that is going to be 
paid several dozen dollars, advertis- 
ing on the radio or in the newspaper 
is unreasonable. The inflated prices 
that the university pays out to bands 
for superpubs that are generally 
poorly advertised and thus, poorly 
attended, are the result of the student 
association trying to spend your 
money in large chunks, instead of 
investing in quality entertainment on 
a more regular basis. 

The demand is, why can't we 
have a public notice board so that 
some places like The TowneHouse, 
The Edge or the Sunday night Back- 
street promoters can entertain the uni- 
versity 's students when the student 
associations fail to do so.

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Writing for Competency

If you have not met the Writ- 
ing Competency requirement, then 
read this! 

Writing Across the Curricu- 
lum (WAC) does not exist to torture 
students. There are so many rumours 
floating around about the Writing 
Competency Test, the Writing Com- 
petency requirement for graduating, 
and WAC courses, that is important 
that all students finally be set straight. 
If you keep reading, hopefully most 
of yourquestions about Writing Com- 
petency will be explained, and if some- 
how missed, you can discuss it with 
the staff of the Language Centre on 
campus. It is time to demystify the 
whole process of Writing Across the 
Curriculum. 

It's important to start with the 
Writing Competency Test, itself, be- 
cause so many students see it as the 
root of all evil in their university ex- 
perience. The test is a way of gauging 
a student's progress in learning to 
write better. It is not a lottery. You 
will not do better if you write it in the 
morning session as opposed to the 
afternoon or evening sessions. The 
test cannot be manipulated. Believe it 
or not, the Writing Competency re- 
quirement is there to help you. 

Doing well on the Writing 
Competency Test does not require 
that you write poetically or that you 
fill at least two test books. A well- 
written essay is a literate essay in that 
it has an introduction and well-de- 
fined diesis, a body filled with points 
that directly support the thesis, and a 
conclusion that properly summarizes 



the main points of the essay. Further- 
more, a literate essay is an essay that 
demonstrates insight; it shows mat 
you have given the issue some in- 
depth thought that doesn't merely 
skim the surface. It is an academic 
effort, but that doesn't mean that it 
has to be filled with confusing words 
and sentences that no one can under- 
stand. 

The whole point of Writing 
Competency is not to get a " 1 " on the 
test. The intent is to make you a 
better writer, and as a result, to be a 
clearer thinker. Writing and thinking 
do go hand-in-hand. They are de- 
pendent on each other. Success in 
one will reflect success in the other. 

If you did not get a "1" the 
first time that you wrote the test, 
don't worry. In actual fact, the aver- 
age student coming to university from 
Grade 1 3 is only expected to be writ- 
ing at a "3" level. If you can already 
write academically when you get here, 
it's a bonus. If you can't, well that's 
what you're supposed to learn in uni- 
versity. This is why it is a graduation 
requirement and not an admission 
requirement. And that is why WAC 
courses are so useful. 

WAC courses are not reme- 
dial English classes. If anything, 
they use writing as a tool for learning 
and to help you to improve your writ- 
ing as you improve your thinking. 
WAC courses provide a forum for 
improving your writing skills by pro- 
viding professionals who can help 
you. It must be noted that taking a 
WAC course does not guarantee that 
you will get a " 1 " but if you listen to 
the advice that your professor and 



teaching assistants offer, and apply 
that info to your essays, you will find 
that your essays will improve a lot. 
Improving your writing in a WAC 
course will not only help you work 
toward achieving a u 1 " but it will also 
help you to get better marks in your 
other courses. Learning to write bet- 
ter affects every aspect of learning. 

It is unfortunate that "WAC" 
courses have acquired the stigma of 
being remedial because mis in not 
what they were designed for. In a 
sense, all courses are WAC courses if 
they require the student to write aca- 
demically. Even if there were no 
Competency Test, the WAC program 
would likely still exist because it pro- 
motes the improvement in writing 
skills of everyone. 
If you want to learn about how to im- 
prove your essay writing skills, talk 
to your professors. They will be able 
to tell you exactly what is expected, 
and this alone may help to eliminate 
some confusion. They will help you. 
That's what they are paid to do. 

If you need help for anything 
about writing your essay, you can go 
to the Language Centre in the Bowl- 
ing Alley. The centre has student 
tutors who can look over your essay 
and offer suggestions and tips on 
how to improve your writing skills. 
Hopefully you realize now mat the 
people who created WAC were not 
out to get you. They just wanted 
students to learn to write better and 
thus, learn better. Ultimately, learn- 
ing to write better will help you in all 
of your academic pursuits and inci- 
dentally, may also give you a "1 " on 
the Competency test.

Education in today's world is the key 
to success. Those with special needs 
deserve the same chances as every- 
one at achieving an education on route 
to reaching success. If you are not yet 
aware, Laurentian University has a 
Special Needs Office. The Special 
Needs Office exists to help those 
students who require special needs to 
make the most of their educational 
experience. This could mean you, 
one of your friends, or a fellow stu- 
dent, who without special aid, lacks 
equal access to their education. 

One of the most common 
questions regarding the issue of Spe- 
cial Needs for University students is" 
Q. What is the scope of the universi- 
ty ' s obi igation to prov ide aural ly aids 
or accommodations to students with 
disabilities in the classroom? , 
A. First of all, at Laurentian it is a 
welcomed service of the University, 
not an obligation to provide for all 
students — for it is the right of our 
students to receive equal access to 
their education. Not a free ride, but 
enough of a difference to allow them 
to the same chance for success as 
everyone else. 

Our Special Needs Office provides 
the following: 

• support with regards to equipment, 
large print program, taped text book 
for learning disability and blind stu- 
dents. Tape recorders, FM. systems, 
TDD (telecommunication Devices for 
the Deaf), Interpreters, Invigilators 
and Note-takers and Tutors for Spe- 
cial Needs students. 



• arranged special exams for disabled 
students (e.g. extended time, oral, 
amuensis, taped answers). 

• services for all students for resource 
material regarding disabilities. 

• referrals to community organiza- 
tions. 

•services available to faculty and staff. 

• office advocacy on the behalf of 
disabled students. 

• education for faculty and staff about 
disabilities. 

• promoting of integration of disa- 
bled students into the Laurentian com- 



munity. 

• With the advent of this semesters 

exam schedule, students who may 

require accommodation or a service 

from Special Needs should come to 

the office and register as soon as 

possible.

by foreign (American) career oppor- 
tunities? The offer of an organization 
to pay off the debt load in exchange 
for servitude is far too appealing to 
turn down. The export of these skilled 
members of society can be seen as 
nothing less than unfortunate, but not 
at all bizarre especially when 60% of 
post-secondary graduates live at or 
below the poverty line. (This situa- 
tion is not conducive to paying off the 
kinds of debt that today's student is 
forced to take on.) 

Government will no longer 
be offering banks a guaran- 
tee on student loans. This 
means that banks will be giving out 
high risk loans with no safety net in 
case of default. Loans, then, will be 
subject to many of the constraints of 
private loans making the "mortgag- 
ing your future" analogy all the more 
realistic. 



cles with which to finance education. 

Think about it. Given the 
current trend of declining pension 
funds, isn't it a little much to ask not 
only us to mortgage our future, but 
our parents to mortgage their retire- 
ment? 

This analysis covers only a 
very small part of the Green Book. 
Taking the Liberal approach to stu-

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efits but at the same time are advocat- 
ing policy that calls for growth in the 
public sector. 

The "Green Book" illustrates 
the government's willingness 
to gamble. The section on 
learning puts students up as the stakes. 
The government recognizes that stu- 
dents are making less now in their 
part-time and summer employment, 
but insist on putting a higher price tag 
on education. 

The issue of tuition fees is 
addressed, not through efforts 
to cap the rising cost of post- 
secondary education, (tuition has 
risen by 50% in the last four years), 
but by securing an intricate program 
of student loans. This represents a 
major change in thinking; the federal 
government has placed the onus on 
the individual to achieve higher edu- 
cation and they do not recognize the 
benefits of education to society as a 
whole. Right now, it appears that the 
person attending school is the only 
person recognized as benefiting from 
the learning experience. Somehow, it 
is forgotten that there are greater 
macro benefits to having an educated 
society. 

Take the case of the doctor 
who spends far upwards of 
$50 000 on their graduate 
education to become professionals in 
their field. The graduate is expected 
to bare their private debt in Canada, 
working for a universal health care 
system. Is it any wonder that so many 
young professionals are scooped up 
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by Steve Cardinal!

Banks are in this business to 
make money. It's a given that 
they won't look kindly on 
the student who can make payments 
according to schedule. 

Picture defaulting on your stu- 
dent loan. Picture what would 
happen to your credit rating. 
Picture trying to get a car loan, or a 
mortgage for your house with a 
$20000 debt still in limbo. Banks are 
the beneficiaries from this plan be- 
cause not only are they getting the 
interest from your loan, they have a 
new tool for determining your credit 
rating and a bargaining chip for your 
financial future. 

The final analysis? You can't 
heal a wound like high tui- 
tion fees by slapping a band- 
aid labelled "student loans" over it. 

The Green Book illustrates the 
genuine government accept 
ance that tuition fees are on 
the rise. From page 63, "It is true that 
replacing federal cash transfers would 
put upward pressure on tuition fees. 
This may be a necessary price to 
pay..." Ask yourself mis, how will 
increasing the price of education, in- 
crease accessibility and stimulate re- 
training? (Retraining will be taking 
place almost exclusively for lower 
end jobs.) 

Aside from increased debt 
loads, there is very little 
offered in the way of strate- 
gies to pay for education. RRSPs, 
however, will be suitable for vehi- 



The Ministry of Human Re- 
sources and Development has re- 
leased its social reform package un- 
der the name of "Agenda: Jobs and 
Growth". This paper is a response to 
the Prime Ministers three key com- 
ponents announced in Quebec on 
September 1 8, which were; reform- 
ing social security ensuring a healthy 
fiscal change, reviewing government 
programs and priorities, and strength- 
ening the performance of the Cana- 
dian economy. The overall assump- 
tion is that the government has moved 
far too slow in the past and this time 
they are willing to wheel and deal. 

The main focus of this discus- 
sion paper is the redefinition and ne- 
gotiation of the "social safety net" 
that Canadians have developed since 
the Second World War.'The Liberals 
clearly place the blame for the falter- 
ing social system on the failing 
economy and, as a result, social 
programs are the expenditures that 
are to undergo the surgeon's knife. 
The three core issues of this discus- 
sion paper deal with working, learn- 
ing, and security. 



The first element, working, 
deals with the obvious problem of 
getting Canadians back to work, and 
the entire section contains few if any 
new information or ideas. The gov- 
ernment would like to focus it's ener- 
gies on tools to facilitate employee 
flexibility. The Liberals are advocat- 
ing better counselling, improved ba- 
sic individual work skills, classroom 
training, work place training, and gov- 
ernment incentives for the hiring of 
the unemployed. In context it is kind 
of funny, considering the govern- 
ment is not intending to spend any 
money on these programs yet still 
sees them as working. 

The icing on the cake with 
regards to working is the new twists 
on the employment insurance pro- 
gram, which in effect would only 
tend to penalize those people who 
frequently claim unemployment in- 
surance benefits; has anyone in Ot- 
tawa thought about what this might 
do to seasonal employment? The 
government is also pushing for the 
reduction in weekly limits for UI, as 
well as reducing the length of time a 
person can draw UI benefits. In addi- 
tion, there will be an increase in the 
amount of working time required in 
order to be qualified to draw UI ben- 
efits. 

More important to students 
everywhere is the section of the dis- 
cussion paper dealing with learning. 
The government has already accepted

Do you still want to be paying for your 

tuition when you are 64? 
This is a call to action to stop the gov- 
ernment targeting education as a way to 
pay off the debt 
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failure with regards to capping tui- 
tion fee hikes, and openly admits 
"These trends [tuition fee increases] 
will no doubt continue." Yet at the 
same time they are willing to gamble 
with alternative funding models at 
the expense of students. The govern- 
ment readily admits that there is no 
concrete model to stand upon, but are 
willing to leap into certain models 
with both feet. The government is 
advocating a shift to the individual 
for funding, reasoning that the par- 
ents and students can dip into their 
retirement savings in order to finance 
their education. The paper also out- 
lines the basic principles for estab- 
lishing a form of Income Contingent 
Loan Repayment Plan. Basically the 
government has put forward a "I- 
don ■ t-know, what-do-y ou-think" type 
of attitude, and it should be noted that 
with regards to education and this 
paper the "learning" section has been 
left wide open, vague, and undefined, 
creating much apprehension. 

In the area of security, protec- 
tion of those who are most in need is 
the basic assumption. (Interestingly 
enough, students are not mentioned 
here.) The underlying goals of the 
security section are the provision of 
better "stepping stones" to get people 
off social assistance and the reduc- 
tion of child poverty. The areas of 
discussion deal with increasing the 
autonomy of provinces in this matter, 
(passing the buck) to deal with re- 
gional differences, and a greater flex- 
ibility to meet regional priorities. 
There is a very limited scope in this 
section, yet it is still vague with the 
underlying intention. It becomes 
painfully obvious that this kind of 
thinking requires the spending of 
money, which the government is tell- 
ing us it has none of. 

Overall the discussion paper 
puts many social safety aspects on 
the chopping block, it is general and 
painfully vague in many places (es- 
pecially in terms of education). How- 
ever, the purpose of this article is to 
convey the basic information with a 
concerted effort to avoid any slant, 
that will follow! I would like to close 
this with encouraging anyone with a 
genuine interest in where our (Cana- 
da's) social programs are heading to

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Rwandan Benefit Dinner

This past Saturday a benefit 
dinner was held for the war torn coun- 
try of Rwanda. Sponsored in part by 
the Canadian Red Cross and Oxfam 
Sudbury, the dinner was designed 
not only to raise funds for the coun- 
try, but to rekindle awareness as well. 
For these reasons the dinner was a 
great success, and a real testament to 
the hard work of all those involved. 
Following dinner, a crowd of over 
one hundred people listened intently 
to the poignant testimony of Rwandan 
native Jean-Thierry Nkuliki- 
yumukiza. Jean-Thierry outlined the 
importance of remembering his fol- 
low compatriots, displaced through- 
out Rwanda's civil war. 

Since the April 6 plane crash 
which killed President Habyarimana, 
Rwanda has been totally destroyed. 
Over half a million people have been 
slaughtered and two million more are 
living in makeshift refugee camps. 
The people of Rwanda have been 
traumatized. Hutu and Tusi neigh- 
bours will live in fear of each other 
for years to come. Today it seems as 
though the popular media has forgot- 
ten about the hardships facing the 



Rawandan people, yet many still suf- 
fer from the ravages of war, and the 
threat of a renewed conflict looms 
large in the distance. 

Rwanda's new Prime Minis- 
ter Faustin Twagiramungu, told 
Oxfam delegates that there were four 
critical issues which should be re- 
solved in order to bring some peace 
and confidence back to Rwanda. 
There is a need to bring people back 
from the camps. Currently, there is 
no radio station so the new Prime 
Minister cannot spread his message 
of reassurance to the refugees. Also 
hindering the return of Rwandans to 
their country is the ex-army and mi- 
litia who are holding many refugees 
as hostages. There is an immediate 
need for food and seeds to begin food 
production, as well as a need to re- 
build the country's infrastructure: 
electricity, water, schools, health cen- 
tres and a judicial system. Perhaps 
the most difficult undertaking out- 
lined by Prime Minister 
Twagiramungu, is the need to trans- 
form the values of the people, a need 
to develop a program of human rights. 
The Rwandan people have grown 
accustomed to violence within their 
country, it will take many years to 
overcome such tragedies, yet with 
help, and continued awareness such 
difficulties will be overcome. To

and windy afternoon, the Vees se- 
cured a spot in Wednesday's Eastern 
divisional final against U of T at the 
Laurentian field (1:00 p.m. kick-off). 
By the time this article reaches you, it 
will all be over and the Vees are 
hopefully booking their trip to Van- 
couver for the CIAU finals! 

The game against Carleton, a 
tight-fought battle with many miscues 
and use of wrong footwear, pro- 
duced few chances and got off to 
a late start once again. Bom teams 
took over 30 minutes to adjust to 
the rainy and windy conditions, 
which turned the pitch into a 
soapy and unpredictable play- 
ing partner. After 33 minutes, 
the Voyageurs finally "bulged 
the onion bag" when Dave 
McDonald was at the end of a 
beautifully struck corner, by 
Adrian Bubalo, and made it 1-0 
Vees with his accurate header.

This proved to be 
the all-important goal which 
broke the Ravens 1 back, who 
were trying to claw their way 
back into the game but had 
been rejected by some solid 
defending and good 
goalkeeping by John LeRoux. 
Having their half-time tea, the 
Vees were 2-0 up and most 
definitely in the driver's seat. 
The second half turned 
out to be a desperate and continuous 
attempt by the Ravens to score that 
all-important goal which would have 
opened up the game for them. Their 
unimaginative kick-and-run style 
with two lone forwards proved com- 
pletely inadequate to test a well-or- 
ganized and disciplined Voyageurs 
defense. After 80 minutes, it seemed 
like the Laurentian faithfuls were not

Sandy Mackie for verbally abusing 
the referee.

Lady Vees Agonizingly Close

The Laurentian Lady Vees* 
Basketball team headed west last 
weekend for the three-day Lakehead 
Invitational. Part of the pre-season 
ritual of molding a team with exhibi- 
tion games, the weekend took on 
extra meaning for the Vees as they 
had a guaranteed match with the 
Winnipeg Wesmen, last year's CIAU 
champions and owners of an unbe- 
lievable winning streak. Expected 
by many to merely take a loss and 
learn from the experience, the Voy- 
ageurs showed true Laurentian form 
by making an all too real game out of 
it for the Wesmen. 

Friday's game was a rematch 
between the hosting Lakehead 
Nor'Westers and the Laurentian 
Voyageurs, whose first meeting had 
resulted in convincing win for the 
Voyageurs. The outcome was simi- 
lar this time around, albeit with a 
little less authority on Laurentian 's 
part in a 63-58 win over the 
Nor'Westers. Up by two at the half, 
Coach Ennis said the Lady Vees 
"played very well early, got very 
sloppy, and played very well again at 
the end of the game." 

Against Lakehead, the Voy- 
ageurs showed that their offense has 
deepened considerably this year by 
repeatedly going to "the well," Vees' 
rookie Shelly Dewar, for a total (and 
phenomenal) contribution of 24 
points in the game. Shelly authorita- 
tively added her name to a list of 
proven pre-season contributors that 
includes fellow rookies "Tex" Tatti 
and Sharon Sliwinski, as well as 
LU's gifted veterans Dianne Nor- 
man and Joy McNichol. 

Saturday brought the Lady 
Vees up against St. Francis Xavier, a 
lop-sided match that ended with a 
deceivingly close score of 56-50 in 
favour of the Vees. Laurentian 's po- 
tential to dominate St. F-X was evi- 
dent in their 1 3 point margin at the 
end of the first half, but, as Coach 



Ennis said, the Vees 
"again got a little sloppy 
near the end" and let St. 
Francis Xavier get a little 
too close for comfort. Joy 
McNichol, having felt ill 
for the entire weekend, felt 
a little better this game as 
she contributed 17 points 
and was the Lady Vees' 
top scorer. 

Sunday afternoon 
gave Laurentian a chance 
to become the giant-killer 
against the Winnipeg 
Wesmen, a team with an 
81 game winning streak, 
but had that upset victory 
slip from their grasp in the 
last 15 seconds of the game 
as the Vees lost to Winni- 
peg 73-69. Given their 
relative youth in compari- 
son to the Wesmen 's vir- 
tually identical line-up to last year, 
and me Vees' rather inconsistent play 
of the previous two games, they were 
not expected by many outsiders to 
even make this one a close game. 
However, in the face of a quality 
opponent, Laurentian rose up and 
stood for a few frail moments with a 
stake aimed directly at the Wesmen 's 
faintly beating heart. 

The Vees held Winnipeg to a 
41 -41 tie at the half , then continued to 
pressure the Wesmen in the second 
half until Laurentian led by 8 points 
with only four minutes to go. Things 
looked bleak for Winnipeg as star 
player Sandra Carroll accumulated 4 
fouls, but, with a slight slackening in 
coverage, Carroll nailed several threes 
to put the Wesmen back in the game. 
The game wasn't decided until the 
final 15 seconds, when the trailing 
Voyageurs missed their last shot and 
the subsequently fouled Winnipeg 
player put the game out of reach at the 
free-throw line. 

The Voyageurs "did every- 




thing I asked them, basically" stated 
Coach Ennis, whose emotions were 
evidently torn between elation at his 
team's strong showing against the 
powerhouse Wesmen and disappoint- 
ment at the Vees* eventual loss. Lau- 
rentian has reason to be proud of their 
Vees — they have shown that they 
have the ability to turn on the heat 
against quality opponents, and two of 
our players were recognized for their 
abilities. Tournament All -Star Joy 
McNichol's illness was evidently 
cured in her performance against 
Winnipeg as she was Laurentian 's 
top scorer with 33 points and 7 re- 
bounds, while fellow All-Star Dianne 
Norman put in another spectacular 
showing with 25 points and 10 re- 
bounds. 

The Lady Vees are particu- 
larly looking forward to their next 
pre-season action at the Concordia 
Classic on the weekend of November 
11, where, if all goes well, they will 
get the chance for a rematch against 
the Wesmen in the finals.
